England W ould Be Futile. 


London, March 4.—'T hat the British 
governm ent can take no im m ediate ac-1 
lion in connection with the deadlock 
between the United States and Gen­ 
eral Venustiano Uarranzu. “ first chiel” 
of the Mexican rebels, over the joint 
American and British investigation of 
the death at Juarez of William S. Ben­ 
ic* i, was the view expressed by Sir 
Edw ard Grey, the foreign m inister. 
T his attitude was made quite plain 
by Fir KU ward in his prom ised "con­

Sir Edw ard was equally explicit in 
pointing out that if G reat Britain fail*!
